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Taking threat 
seriously

WILMINGTON - It seems that 
the West Nile virus is touching 
some communities in eastern 
Massachusetts, although no cases 
of the disease have been discoy- 
ered locally. Last year, an out- 
break in New York City killed 
seven people and since then, 
health officials have kept a watch- 
ful eye on the disease, However, 
according to Tewksbury and 
Wilmington Health Boards, its 
danger threat is not imminent. 

The virus, a rare disease trans- 
mitted by an infected mosquito, 
causes flu-like symptoms. Birds 
are the virus’s natural host, but 
humans can also become infect- 
ed. The infection can cause fever, 
headache and body aches, skin 
rash and swollen lymph glands. 
In severe cases, it can cause 
coma, convulsions, paralysis and, 
sometimes, death 

“At this time we are not con- 
cerned,” said Wilmington Health 
Director Greg Erickson. “We 
haven't found any cases of the

virus.” He indicted that although 
no cases have been found as yet 
in Wilmington, they will continue 
monitoring in the town. 

“We submitted two birds: a 
robin on July 28th and a sparrow 
on the 3ist,” said Tewksbury 
Health Director Thomas Carbone. 
He said that the two birds found 
in Tewksbury were submitted to 
the state’s laboratory for testing 
and that the results, as far as he 
knows, are negative. 

“Most people who contract the 
disease don't even know they 
have it,” said Mr. Carbone. He 
indicated that the virus may pose 
the highest risk to the elderly and 
to those who are already immuno- 
compromised. “Only a very 
small percentage of cases are 
fatal,” he added. 

According to the Center for 
Disease Control (CDC), the virus 
was first discovered in 1937 in 
Africa and has since made 
appearances in the MiddleEast,

Conservation Commission

WILMINGTON To be contin- 
ued was the order of the evening 
at the Conservation Commission 
meeting, with a few closures and 
a denial sprinkled in. 

Massachusetts Ave.. Tom and 
Barbara Troy received a negative 
determination for their Request 
for Determination by the 
Commission for the installation of 
their inground pool. The 
Commission was concerned about 
dewatering with the digging for 
the pool, but the owners agreed to 
comply with whatever require- 
ments the Commission had. The 
pool will soon be built. 

Kelly Road. Sandra Wilk, 
owner of the property, came 
before the Commission to discuss 
the revised plan with the 
Commission's recommended 
changes in the hope it would meet 
with the Commission’s approval. 

The plans for the house on the 
cul-de-sac were changed to reflect 
the wetland line and fill/compen- 
sation area. 

“(It shows] the profile of the 
driveway and the two foot gravel 
strip as required,” said Ms. Wilk. 

“The wetlands line needs to be 
continued down to the end of the 
road,” said John Keeley, Assistant 
Director of Planning and 
Conservation. 

James Morris, Chairman for 
the Conservation Commission 
expressed his concerns that the 
water runoff from the new pave- 
ment should be filtered to remove 
any sand, oil or dirt before it is 
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allowed to enter the wetlands. 

Several issues regarding 
runoff, driveway position and 
grading need to be resolved and 
the hearing was continued. 

Middlesex Ave. Channel 
Building Company was happy to 
have their public hearing closed. 

The issues regarding drainage, 
runoff and storm water manage- 
ment were resolved to the 
Commission's satisfaction and 
the public hearing was closed. In 
addition, the amount of impervi- 
ous area on the site was reduced. 

Drainage includes catch basins 
and a leaching field. The swale 
behind the building was moved to 
protect the large trees. 

“There is an area of impervi- 
ous surface they've turned into 
green land,” said Mr. Keeley. 

Adams Street. Several out- 
standing issues prompted the con- 
tinuance of this public hearing. 

This is a proposed removal of 
an existing house and garage and 
replacement with a new dwelling, 
but the proposed new two story 
dwelling will not be in the exact 
footprint of the old dwelling. The 
Board of Health approved the 
septic system. 

Mr. Keeley indicated that the 
parcel may be within a river front 
zone and he needed to check for 
that. He said that there is a 
brook nearby which is shown on 
the 1979 USGS map, although it is 
not on the 1987 map. In addition, 
the wetlands are close and abun- 
dant on the parcel.

Nationwide fire deaths decreased by 11 percent 


QUINCY -The nonprofit National 
Fire Protection Association 
(NFPA) has released its latest find- 
ings on fire losses in the nation, 
which show fire deaths (3,570) de- 
creased again, this time by 11 per- 
cent from 1998, The results confirm 
a positive trend of declining fire 
deaths. 

About 80 percent of all firedeaths 
continue to occur in the home; 70 
percent of all structure fires con- 
tinue to occur in homes. 

While much of the data released 
was encouraging, the overall num- 
ber of reported fires in the country 
rose slightly, four percent, to 
1,823,000. 

“We are generally pleased with 
the findings,” said John R. Hall, 
Jr., Ph.D., NFPA’s assistant vice

Asia, Europe and now North 
America. In the USA, the virus 
appeared in New York State as 
well as Maryland, Connecticut, 
New Jersey, and New York City. 
Recently, the virus was discov- 
ered in crows in Jamaica Plain 
and Hopkinton 

The most serious part of the 
infection is encephalitis (inflam- 
mation of the brain) in humans 
and horses, as well as mortality 
in certain domestic and wild 
birds. The Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health said 
that about 7% of people who 
become sick enough from the 
infection to be hospitalized die 
from it 

“We've put in place the policy 
the state has asked us to follow,” 
said Mr. Erickson. He said that 


the policy does not recommend 
single small birds for analysis 
submission. Larger birds, such 
as crows, bluejays, or hawks, if 
found dead, would be considered 
for analysis 

Mr. Carbone said that since 
last weekend, his office has 
received at least a dozen calls 
from citizens concerned about 
birds who may have the disease. 
He said that the state has its own 
criteria for retrieving and testing 
sick birds, and one of the criteria 
is that the bird must have died 
within 24 hours of discovery to be 
tested. 

“Birds often die from reasons 
not related to disease,” Mr. 
Erickson said. He indicated that 
if multiple, meaning two or more, 
dead birds are found who have 
died in the same place at about

gests using gloves to protect 
against the spread of any disease, 


mosquito, we can take precau- 
tions to reduce the mosquito pop- 
ulation in our areas and prevent 
mosquitoes from biting us. 
“Standing water is the biggest 
problem,” said Mr. Carbone. It 
only takes mosquitoes four days 
to breed in puddles or any stand- 
ing water and removing the 
breeding ground will reduce the 
mosquito population around your 


home. 

Mr. Carbone and Mr. Erickson 
suggest removing any potential 
water collectors such as sandbox 
pails, buckets, ceramic pots or 
tires from the yard. To protect 
yourself, they suggest using 
mosquito repellent if you are out 
of doors during-the dusk to dawn 
hours. Also, wearing long sleeved 
shirts and pants will help protect 
children during those hours. 

Mr. Erickson said that there 
are more rabid skunks and rac- 
coons around than infected birds 
and that monitoring is in place 
for control of the diseases. Both 
towns are aware of the problem 
and the health directors are avail- 
able to answer any of the resi- 
dent’s questions.

involving the school system,” 
says Mahoney. 

By the same token, Mahoney 
adds, “Also, by having worked in 
municipal settings I feel I have an 
understanding as to what people 
at Town Halls need to know in 
order to run a community effec- 
tively.

sound like a lot, but in each of those 
little jobs I learned a lot about the 
Senator’s responsibilities. By an- 
swering phones, I learned that dif- 
ferent constituents have different 
concerns. Senator Tucker always 
sought to learn what these con- 
cerns are and to find a way to help 
alleviate them. Reading the local 
papers became one of the different 
ways that we learned what the 
major concerns and upcoming 
events are within our district. By 
handling constituent cases, I 
learned that patience is vital in 
working asa legislator. Oftentimes 
I was researching for answers or 
information on the Internet or 
through different governmental 
agencies. And more often than not, 
I would have to go through several 
different resources or people be- 
fore I could find an answer to a 
question or a constituent concern. 
However, I saw through this task, 
as well as through many other ar- 
eas of Senator Tucker’s responsi- 
bilities, that patience proved to be 
an important element to success. 
The more glamorous part of my 
internship included attending vari- 
ous hearings, meetings, informal 
and formal Senate sessions, and 
lecture speakers, including one 
addressed by Governor Celluci. By 
fittending these hearings, meet- 
ings, and guest speakers, I really 
got to know the issues within our 


community and our svate. I at- 
tended hearings on a wide range of 
topics, on issues as obscure as sea 
urchins to those as important as 
mental health and affordable hous- 
ing. By attending these hearings I 
not only assessed a lot of informa- 
tion, but also processed the infor- 
mation by writing memos to the 
Senator or fellow staff members. 
Studying Political Science at 
UMASS, I assumed that the 
Senator’s job consisted of both poli- 
tics and policy. My thinking was 
not completely off based. Senator 
Tucker obviously attends hearings, 
listens to constituent concerns, and 
reads more pieces of information 
than anyone I know. She does all of 
this so that she can make the best 
vote for our district as well as our 
state. She sponsors legislation for 
the very same reason. Then there 
isthe politics. When Senator Tucker 
is not in the office, she is in the 
district. She attends functions, 
meetings, benefits, fundraisers, lun- 
cheons, etc., etc. She does this 
because she knows that these func- 
tions are important tothe members 
of our community. Thus, they be- 
come important to her. Politics 
means maintaining relationships 
withcommunity membersand other 
politicians to benefit one’s constitu- 
ents or causes. But the one thing 
that I did not truly understand was 
balancing the two. The beauty of it 


lies within the delicate balance that 
Senator Tucker maintains between 
politics and policy. I have learned 
that one cannot outweigh the other. 
To become a successful legislator, 
these two powerful elements must 
co-exist. If balanced correctly, 
politics will bring successful poli- 
cies, and successful policies become 
successful politics. This balance is 
what makes the difference between 
a great legislator and a mediocre 
one. 

So, what did I learn from my 
internship experience? I learned 
thatthe morning commute israrely 
predictable, Rico’s has the best 
pizza around, donut holes can 
brighten up any day, and Hardball 
is a book I will never forget. More 
importantly, through this intern- 
ship, I have gained more insight 
about politics and the legislative 
process than any textbook could 
ever describe. At eighteen years 
old, I'm not absolutely sure where 
my future will lead me. Maybe 
someday I’ll be working in a legis- 
lative office or maybe I will even 
serve public office myself! Who 
knows? But I will take what I have 
learned to heart by remembering 
all the little lessons that I have 
learned about life and politics. 
Most of all, I'd like to thank Sena- 
tor Tucker for sharing her insights 
as a legislator, an educator, and a 
strong female leader.

TEWKSBURY Raymond 
Sanzone, Executive Director of the 
Tewksbury Hospital, has proposed 
a land swap between the state and 
John D. Sullivan, a local developer 
The swap would barter Sullivan's 
27-acre property located on East St. 
close to the well fields of the hospi- 
tal for land on Livingston St. owned 
by the hospital. 

Currently on the State Hospital 
property are homes, built early in 
the 20th century, that now are a 
safety risk due to their dilapidated 
state. Sullivan intends to build a 
288-unit apartment complex on his 
East St. property. Twenty-five per- 
cent of the complex would be held 
as affordable housing 

If the swap bears fruit, the apart- 
ments would be moved to Livingston 
St., leaving the East St. land va- 
cant. The swap requires approval 
from the hospital trustees, Town 
Meeting voters, two-thirds of the 
state Legislature, and the Gover- 
nor. 

However, it turns out that the 
swap had been approved at the 
January 1997 Town Meeting and

that in an oversight, the state’s 
approval has not been sought. The 
Town then moved to ask local legis- 
lators to file a bill that would cor- 
rect the situation.

Wilmington’s State Representa- 
tive James Miceli comments, “...I 
think that this idea has merit be- 
cause it will demolish the houses on 
Livingston St. and give relief to the 
folks on East St. who feel very 
innundated. [It is] a positive situ- 
ation for the community because...it 
cleans up a site that the hospital 
does not have enough money to.” 

Miceli continues, “I support it. 
To me it makes an awful lot of 
sense. It should be fairly easy to 
move through legislation. There is 
overwhelming support from the 
community.”

more than 81% of their funding is 
for research.” She said that their 
mission is to cure blood related 
cancers and through this research, 
significant improvement has been 
added to those whose health has 
been compromised by these types 
of cancer. 

“They give us information about 
training,” Donna said. “We have a 


training schedule, a calendar for 
each month and how many miles 
we should walk. This week I need to 
walk between 3 and 5 miles each 
day, and for the weekend, I need to 
walk 7 to 9 each day.” 

She said that the training allows 
for two days off, but she doesn’t 
always take them. She also said 
that there is a group trainer in each 
area and walks can be coordinated 
with them. The group walks offer 
moral support and motivation to 
continue for the very worthy cause.

try. She said that so far, she hasn’t 
heard of anyone locally walking in 
this event. 

“They suggest a four to five 
month training period,” she said. 
She started her training in mid-June 
to prepare for the event. “I’m a 
member of the Team in Training 
Program for Leukemia. They pre- 
pare you to give something of your- 
self and through our efforts, we’re 
helping to elirainate those devas- 
tating cancers.” 

Donna said that the Society also 
supplies their participants with in- 
formation on healthy eating as well 
as a mentor who has completed one 
of their programs. The mentor can 
guide and advise the team member 
ontraining fund-raising andis avail- 
able to answer most questions. 

“I get up at 5:30 in the morning to 
do my walking,” Donna said. She 
has to be at work by 8:30, which can 
be a tight squeeze sometimes. “Ev- 
eryone has been so supportive,” she 
said. She said that committing to 
the marathon was a major change 
in her life and at first, her husband 
questioned it as being part of a 
mid-life crisis. She said that her 
co-workers from RE/MAX Realty 
Connections and the owner have 
also been very supportive of her 
undertaking and that she is over- 
whelmed at the encouragement and 
support she’s received from every- 
one. 

“So far, I’ve raised $1,400, but 
my goal is $3,250,” Donna said. “But, 
my funds need to be turned in by the 
end of August.” If she falls short of 
her goal, she will contribute the 
remaining balance from her own 
personal income.

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Through the years in Wilmington Square 


Sometimes it is good to step back 
and take a look at what has passed. 

Wilmington Square, in about a 
year or so [1987], is to have the 
Burlington Avenue bridge rebuilt, 
to be at a higher level than it is now 
[1986]. It will be quite a construc- 
tion job. Undoubtedly there will be 
people who will moan and groan, 
for there will be street detours for 
weeks if not months 

Sometime about 1904 - 1905 the 
bridge was raised. It is the same 
structure that exists now [1986], or 
So it is believed. 

The present structure dates, 
quite probably, from the 1870's. 
Except for the planks, it is steel, 
and that steel was probably fabri- 
cated in Boston and taken out on a 
railroad flatear 

When the old Boston & Lowell 
Railroad was constructed in 1834-5 
the directors wanted to have no 
crossings of the railroad at street 
grade. They almost achieved their 
aim. In Wilmington, ina distance of 
less that five miles there were eight 
bridges constructed. 

The right-of-way over which 
those bridges were built, is still the 
original right-of-way - over 150 years 
old. There is reason to believe it is 
the oldest right-of-way for railroads 
in the United States. 

Yes, the Baltimore & Ohio tracks 
were laid earlier, but this paper has 
been told that the original B & O 
tracks and the right-of-way are no 
longer being used 

In the beginning there were two 
bridges at Burlington Avenue. 

There was a bridge over the 
Middlesex Canal, and then, about 
500 feet easterly the railroad had a 
bridge. The canal bridge was in 
existence as late as 1853 

The original railroad station was 
constructed southerly of the 
Burlington Avenue bridge, for the 
Boston & Lowell Railroad. About 
200 yards away was the station of 
the Wilmington and Andover RR 
That station stood in the fork of the 
railroad, where the Wildcat RR 
‘branches off from the Boston & 
{Maine. 

That Andover station was moved 
to a Church Street site. It 
{stands today, almost across from 
tthe Masonic Hall. It not be the 


‘oldest railroad station in the United .. 


States, but it is certainly antique. 
In the beginning the passengers 
from Andover walked a couple of 
hundred yards southerly to the 
Wilmington station of the B & L, to 
board the Boston trains. About 50 
years later the Boston & Maine, 
Which grew from the Wilmington & 
Andover, had bought out the Bos-

ton & Lowell. But by that time the 
Andover patrons had been going to 
Boston for many years (since 1845) 
via the tracks that went through 
North Wilmington. 

It was in 1892 or probably 1893, 
before the bridge was raised, that 
the Woburn & Billerica street cars 
began to go through Wilmington 
The ties were laid in 1892. 

This writer's father, Peter 
Neilson, that year, fresh off the 
boat from Denmark, was living 
down on Chestnut Street in what is 
now the Charles Rooney home. His 
first job in the new world was lug- 
ging the ties for that street car 
track. It was along the old Middlesex 
Canal, where Sweetheart Plastics 
is today. 

The Woburn & Billerica was the 
first electric street car trolley in 
Massachusetts, so the writer has 
been told, but, it was an extension 
of other companies 

There was the Medford & Win- 
chester, and the Winchester & 
Woburn trolleys, drawn by horses. 
Eventually all were electric 

The railroad station in 1900 was

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a two and one-half story structure. 
Thelowerstory was where the ticket 
agent had his office, and the wait- 
ing room. The upper story was a 
store, for tobacco and what was 
called "West India" goods (alco- 
holic beverages). It was reached by 
an elevated walkway from the 
Burlington Avenue bridge. 

That part of the business at the 
building must have come about as 
the result of a change in the liquor 
laws. In the 1870's liquor could not 
be sold in Wilmington, and was not, 
except for the "bootleg" sales of 
Billy Ames, in the house on the 
corner of Clark Street and 
Middlesex Avenue. 

The railroad station burneddown 
about the year 1901.

Thermal Imaging Camera 


Tewksbury Fire sets its 
eyes on life saving device

TEWKSBURY - Remember 
“Smoke Gets in Your Eyes,” that 
golden oldie by The Platters? Well, 
the Tewksbury Fire Department is 
in the process of raising money so 
that it may purchase a technologi- 
cally advanced camera that won't 
get smoke in its eyes. 

Fire Chief Thomas Ryan says 
that the department is just a bit 
beyond the half-way mark in its 
push to raise $18,000 for a brand 
new Thermal Imaging Camera. 

“We've been trying to raise funds 
for about a year now,” says Chief 
Ryan of the amount of roughly 
$10,000 that has been collected so 
far. “We hope to have this camera 
by November because it will allow 
all of our firefighters to be safer in 
fighting fires.” 

This is some camera. A Ther- 
mal Imaging Device candetect tem- 
perature differences to one-tenth of 
a degree, a feature that allows 
firefighters to see the distinguished 
outline of a human form in areas 
saturated with black smoke and 
bright flames. Notable hot spots 
and trapped victims can be located 
as close as two feet away or as far 
as 600 feet away. 

Says Chief Ryan, “With this cam- 
era that we hope to buy, we will be 
able to find someone who is lost or 
disoriented in a fire or a smoke- 
filled room.” 

An efficiently-sized screen af- 
fixed to the camera canbe adjusted 
to accommodate firefighters when 
they arestanding, crawling, oreven 
cautiously peering around a cor- 
ner. Such a component makes it 
much easier for firefighters to as- 
sess a situation of its danger. 


“Firefighters will be better able 
to figure out where to walk and 
where not towalk,” says Chief Ryan. 
“They’ll be better able to determine 
the spots on walls and ceilings that 
are weak from fire damage.” 

Chief Ryan says that he hopes 
that the department will be able to 
purchase sucha camera by Thanks- 
giving. Currently, he is working 
with manufacturers to determine 
from where the life-saving equip- 
ment should be bought. Scott Avia- 
tion Products in Wilmington, M.S.A. 
in North Smithfield, Rhode Island, 
and Cairns Fire Technology and 
Safety in Lowell are among those 
manufacturers in the running. 

“We may be able to borrow an 
imaging camera from one of the 
manufacturers in time for the Home- 
coming in September, so that we 
can give the public a demonstra- 
tion,” hopes Chief Ryan. 

For now, perhaps an account of 
a demonstration that once took 
place elsewhere will suffice. In 
April, the Wilmington Board of Se- 
lectmen received from the Sons of 
Italy Lodge a generous check that 
would allow for the purchase of two 
thermal imaging cameras for the 
local fire department. At a Select- 
men meeting, the camera’s tricks 
and charms were on display during 
a demonstration that left those in 
the room in awe. 

At one point in the presentation, 
Dick Murphy, the General Man- 
ager of Industrial Protection Ser- 
vices in Wilmington, turned off the 
lights in the room and offered two 
examples of the heat-seeking 
technology's 

First, Murphy placed his hand 
ona table where guests from the

Sons of Italy Lodge were seated 
When he removed his hand, the 
imprint of his palms and fingers, 
which would normally be fairly in- 
visible to the naked eye, appeared 
with a vivid glow onthe TV monitor 
that had been set up in the room. 

Secondly, Murphy walked across 
the room, through the dark, and hid 
behind the Selectmen’s table, which 
had a blue skirt draped around it. 
Sure enough, the white-hot image 
of Murphy crouching behind one of 
the Selectmen's chairs appeared 
clearly on the monitor like a ghost 
in a funhouse 

“Say you had a child who was 
lost in the woods,” Murphy offered 
as an example. “If you had one of 
these thermal imaging cameras 
mounted on a fire department ve- 
hicle, the search team in the ve- 
hicle would see that child glow on 
their moniter like a Christmas bulb.” 

Thermal Imaging Cameras can 
even grant firefighters a clear view 
of how much fuel remains in a 
propane tank. The device can even 
single out overheated wires, as well. 

So, ten grand down, eight to go. 
Would you like to help with the final 
push? In the form of a personal 
check, please send your donationto 
the Tewksbury Fire Department at 
21 Town Hall Avenue in Tewks- 
bury.

"I am absolutely thrilled to be 
joining the Providence Bruins' or- 
ganization,” said the 26-year old 
who graduated from Wilmington 
High in 1991. "This is very exciting 
time for me. I am joining a first- 
class organization as I pursue my 
dream of an NHL broadcasting ca- 
reer, while also returning home to 
New England. 

"I thoroughly enjoyed my time 
in Greenville [North Carolina], but 
I grew up a Bruins’ fan, and I can't 
wait to get started.” 

It's been a long, up and down 
battle for Masse ever since he left 
the halls of Wilmington High. He 
began his broadcasting career call- 
ing Huskies games while at North- 
eastern University for three years 
from 1994-97. During that time he

Masse began his professional 
play-by-play career with the Chesa- 
peake Icebreakers (ECHL) in 1997- 
98, but left. At that point Masse 
didn't really know if his broadcast- 
ing days would continue. But a few 
months after he left the job in Mary- 
land, he joined WOLO-TV (ABC) in 
Columbia South Carolina becom- 
ing a news anchor for the television 
station. 

After a few months at the TV 
station, he made it back to sports 
joining the Scheer Sports Organiza- 
tion in 1998, He became the play-by- 
play announcer of the expansion 
Greenville Grrowl of the American 
Hockey League association, as well 
as the director of media relations 
for their arena football team. 

Just a few months ago, Masse 
appeared on ESPN2 along with 
Steve Levy and Barry Melrose, the 
ESPN Hockey gurus, as the three of 
them televised the 2000 ECHL All- 
Star hockey game which Masse was 
a featured reporter. 

And now he's one step closer to 
getting where he has always wanted 
to be.

top elite runners in the world to win 
the Peoples Beach to Beacon 10K

After being held at gunpoint, 
accused of armed bank robbery, 
locked in jail cells, and dragged 
into court, I was beginning to 
think that things couldn't get 
much worse. That was before I 
was brought to Billerica House 
of Corrections for part three of 
my justice system simulation 
series. 

Still in my shackles, I’m 
introduced to two Correctional 
Officers from the Sheriff's 
Department, Mike Perrone and 
Jeff Blute, who are collecting 
my bag of “property” in prepa- 
ration for the next leg of my 
journey. 

To my great relief, the shack- 
les are finally removed. It's only 
momentarily that I’m free from 
the restraints which have 
rubbed my ankles raw, as one of 
the officers kneels before me 
and promptly fastens a lighter, 
less painful pair of shackles 
around my lower legs. 

I'm pulled to my feet and 
escorted up the stairs by the 
officers who are firmly grasping 
my arms on either side. I’m 
brought outside into the refresh- 
ing sunlight and I immediately 


take note of the van which is 
backed up against the granite 
steps, the two rear doors open. 
Yes, today I’m riding in style. 

I'm told to watch my step and 
my head as I’m ushered inside 
the van, which is divided by 
cages into three prisoner com- 
partments. I would say this is 
most comparable to being 
locked inside an animal carrier. 

I slide across the skinny 
wooden bench and try to make 
myself as comfortable as possi- 
ble. The cage is fastened with a 
padlock and the doors are 
slammed shut and the two offi- 
cers climb in the front seat. 

The first thing I notice as I 
sit inside the metal capsule is 
the color of the paint - it's baby 
blue, my favorite. Aside from the 
decor of the courtroom, this is 
the only bit of color I’ve seen all 
day, after being locked in 
painfully drab holding cells. 

Astonishingly enough, there's 
carvings in the paint (just like 
in the jail cell) - I still haven't 
determined what these vandals 
use to create these works of art. 

My eyes fall on a rather large 
carving, located directly in front 
of where I’m seated. “R.I.P. 
Sam. I miss you. Love, vour Sis,”

read the scrawled letters, which 
are enclosed by a heart 
This specific carving stood 
out - it illustrated emotion, 
which is a trait many forget 
these prisoners possess (with a 
few exceptions, of course.) It 
was at this point which I was 
reminded that these prisoners 
are still living, breathing, peo- 
ple, with emotions, hopes, and 
fears just like the rest of the 
human race - they’re not all cold 
blooded killers and calculating 
predators. And as a matter of 
fact, the next person to sit on 
this bench, shackled and hand- 
cuffed, could be you, your child, 
a friend, or a member of your 
family. This could be anyone 
who gets caught up in anything 
ranging from a momentary fit 
of fury to a vicious pre-meditat- 
ed act of violence. 
“Your mock arrest is my real 
jife nightmare. What's going on 
.is very frightening. No money, 
no defense - unless you know 
how the criminal justice system 
works,” wrote one current 
inmate at the Billerica House of 
Corrections. After receiving his 
lengthy letter, I also came to the 
realization that this process 
happens to real life people - It’s

“Find an area of interest and 
focus on it so that a career 
becomes a ‘personal quest,’ that 
was the main theme of Kathleen 
Harris in her presentation at the 
Burlington Business Round 
Table’s annual Scholarship 
Breakfast,” notes the Burlington 
edition of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.” 

“Harris has worked with 
more than 5,000 school systems 
in strengthening and redesign- 
ing their instructional pro- 
grams.

Its phi- 
losophy is based on the premise 
that there is no external force 
that can heal the body; it is the 
body itself that has the inherent 
wisdom and ability to regain 
balance. 

The objective of a practition- 
er of naturopathic medicine is to 
remove the obstacles that may 
prevent the body from healing 
itself. Using nontoxic and non- 
invasive methods, the cause of 
the existing condition is identi- 
fied and the patient is instructed 
in taking responsibility for their 
own well-being. Prevention is 
stressed as the crucial factor in 
achieving optimal healthcare. 

Naturopathy’s, motto is “Do 
No Harm.” Dr Al, elaborates on 
that. “Yes, it is written in Latin 
on one of my certificates from 
the American Naturopathic 
Medical Association, the 
Association with whom I am 
certified. You see, that is the 
beauty of naturopathic medi- 
cine. The biggest difference 
between traditional allopathic 
medicine and this particular 
field is that traditional allopathy 
bases its principles on what is 
called reductionism. In other 
words, they are managing symp- 
toms. They are very good at

diagnosis. They are very good at 
crisis medicine. but when it 
comes to chronic disease that is 
where we shine.”

This is the clos- 
est I've ever been to a real 
prison and it's just as I had 
imagined it. Foreboding. 

The van is put into reverse 
and it stops directly in front of a 
gate which is opened by a cor- 
rectional officer. I’m inside 
what's called a trap. The first 
gate is closed and the door 
leading inside the prison is 
opened. I jump from the van 
and I'm escorted toward a door- 
way. 

“I'm going to warn you, when 
we walk inside the door it’s 
going to lead to a courtyard 
which is lined by cells. It’s only 
about fifteen feet to the other 
door, but you can expect to hear 
some shouts and heckling from 
the inmates when you walk 

through,” explains Officer Blute. 
“How comforting,” I think. 


To my surprise, the shouting 
was minimal as I quickly paced 
toward the door and ducked 
inside. I’m brought up some 
stairs and down a hallway to the 
booking room. Here we go again 
- this will be the fifth time today 
that I've rambled off my person- 
al information to the authorities. 


During the intake interview 
with Officer Dan Crowley, I'm 
asked all the usual questions.

She instructs me to fol- 
low her into a small office room, 
wheré my fingers are inked and 
placed on the fingerprinting 
tablet. I’m also photographed 
and given a orange striped 
bracelet bearing my name and 
photograph. I then return to the 
main intake room, where I sur- 
render my jewelry and I’m 
handed my bag of “property.” 

There’s two small holding 
cells and one large group cell 
which spider from the room. 
Incidentally, I later discovered 
that 14 inmates had just been 
removed from the holding cells 
moments before my arrival, so 
they would not create a distrac- 
tion. 

It comes as no surprise when 
I’m dragged toward one of the 
two smaller cells and the heavy 
metal door is opened before me. 
I step inside and I’m momentar- 
ily frozen with disbelief in the 
middle of the miniscule box as I 
take a moment to absorb the 


As I place my bag of “proper- 
ty” on the cement bench, I’m 
startled by the deafening sound 
of the metal door abruptly slam- 
ming shut. Chills. I will never 
forget the sound that door made. 
It was incredibly surreal, like 
one of those rare moments in 
life when you're certain you've 
fallen from the realm of reality. 

Loud bangs of protest from 
the prisoner in the neighboring 
cell fill the air, as I watch the 
Correctional officers carry on 
their duties. My vision is ham- 
pered by the sheet of foggy plex- 
iglass which covers the small 
window, to prevent inmates from 
successfully spitting at officers. 

This is where my adventure 
ends. 

Typically, incoming prisoners 
are kept in these holding cells 
until it's their turn for a physi- 
cal examination and strip 
search. Luckily, I was exempt 
from this aspect of the process. 
Once the exams are completed, 
the inmates are issued their uni- 
forms and sent off into the gen- 
eral prison population. 

Even today, almost a month 
after going through the system, 
every detail of my experience is 
still fresh and vivid in my mind, 
as if it had occurred only hours 
before. I suppose this experience 
isn’t something one can easily 
forget. 

What's funny is that I was 
completely fearless going into 
this assignment, I even thought 
it might be a kind of fun. In ret- 
rospect, my trip through the jus- 
tice system was anything but. It 
was downright terrifying. 
Thoughts of going home at the 
end of the day almost immedi- 
ately flew to the back of my 
mind (I think this occurred 
instantaneously when I saw the 
guns aimed at me.) Everything 
happened so quickly. And when 
it’s happening, it’s all too real. 

Not only have I gained 
insight into the concept of crime 
and punishment, but I’ve also 
come to the realization that no 
crime could possibly be worth 
committing if these are the con- 
sequences. Take drinking and 
driving for example, I would 
rather crawl to my destination 
in the snow than take the risk of 


getting caught behind the wheel 
in an intoxicated state - even 
more so now that I’ve tasted the 
consequences. 

Lastly, I feel that as a whole, 
society would be a lot better off 
if everyone could go through 
what I have. I consider myself 
extremely lucky in that sense. I 
now have an indescribable form 
of fear instilled within me, 
which isn’t necessarily a bad 
thing. There’s people out there, 
especially young people around 
my age, who don’t necessarily 
consider the consequences to 
certain decisions they make 
Call it fearlessness or call it 
ignorance. But it's that sort of 
meriality which lands you in 
shackles, jail cells, and court- 
rooms. And if you've lived 
through this sort of experience, 
you'll know what I mean when I 
say that no amount of money, no 
degree of revenge, no material 
object, and no amount of power 
is worth sacrificing your free- 


sparseness which envelopesme. — dom -

How to build your own 
unique patio this summer 


If you're cooking out on a 
warm summer day, for pure 
functionality, any poured con- 
crete patio will do. But to com- 
bine form with function, you 
might want to investigate 
numerous patio designs that can 
be created by brick paving. 

Many different colors, 
shapes, and designs can be com- 
bined with the new brick pavers 
on the market today. Building a 
new brick patio involves a few 
basic steps: choosing a design, . 
excavating, preparing for the 
base material, compacting the 
base material, installing edge 
restraint, sand layers, setting 
the pavers and tamping the 
pavers. 

Before choosing a design, 
keep in mind that paving brick 
is unique. It needs to be hard 
enough to withstand years of 
foot traffic and have a high skid 
or slip resistance. Brick with a 
rough or wire cut surface might 
be the best suited for needs, 

After you're sure that the 
brick will hold up, you can 
choose from many different 
paving designs choose herring- 
bone for classic look or mix 
shapes for a Mediterranean tile 
feel, 

Once the design is chosen, 
excavation will require a digging 
process called skimming in 
which the packed dirt is not dis- 


turbed. Leaving loose dirt might 
result in settling. You may also 
want to slightly slope the patio 
bed to help with drainage. At 
that point, you will probably 
want to lay down a geotextile 
fabric, which will help hold up 
the base and pavers if the soil 
moves under the fabric. The fab- 
ric should go up the side of 
excavation and run a little bit up 
the side of the house, which will 
help protect the siding. 

With the geotextile in place, 
spread and compact the main 
load of base material, such as 
crushed limestone. 

At this point, you'll want to 


install a PVC edge restraint 
especially designed for inter- 
locking brick pavers. This in 
turn is topped with a sand layer 
and a special bedding layer. 
Now you're ready for paving but 
be sure to tamp down the paving 
and fill the joints with sand. 
Seal the patio and you're ready 
to entertain

Letting kids learn to play 


If you think schoo! and play 
don't’ mix, think again 
Certainly, the start of school is a 
sure sign that summertime 
activities - baseball games, the 
beach and the pool - are coming 
to a close. However, a child’s 
general play activities should 
not stop simply because it is 
time to hit the books. In fact 
your child should continue to 
play year round, since valuable 
play experiences can help pre 
pare your child for school, mak. 
ing triends and learning 

Just how beneficial is play in 
terms of preparing a child for 
school? “Endless possibilities 
open through a child’s imagina- 
says Peter 
Reynolds, president of BRIO 
Corp., a toy company recognized 
by early childhood specialists. 

Spontaneous play may offer 
more benefits than structured 
activities like computer games 
or phonics workbooks 

Of course, going back to 
school not only means new 
lessons, but also new faces and 
friends. “There is no better way 
for a child to learn how to com- 
municate, get along with others 
and makes friends than by play- 
ing with other children,” accord 
ing to Ashley Rolls, Program 
Director at Civitas Initiative, a 
national nonprofit communica 
tion group that transforms lead 
ing child development research 
into educational tools for par 
ents and caregivers. Whenever 
children interact, whether they 
are testing each other, arguing 
about rules, deciding on rules or 
taking turns, they are practicing 
the rules of social behavior.

When school lets out for the 
summer, some parents of chil- 
dren with Attention Deficit/ 
Hyperactivity Disorder (ADHD) 
take their kids off their ADHD 
medication. But according to a 
new national Harris Interactive 
survey, many doctors think this 
“medication vacation” is not 
aly a good idea 
Many parents and even 
some doctors think of ADHD as 
a schoolbased disorder, so they 
stop medication during the sum- 
mer,” said Dr. Andrew Adesman, 
Chief of Developmental & 
Behavioral Pediatrics at 
Schneider Children’s Hospital in 
New York. “Parents need to 
know that summertime brings 

any of the same behavioral, 
social and learning challenges 
for these children that exist dur- 
ing the school year. Without 
proper treatment, ADHD can 
have serious effects on kids’ 
interaction with their peers, as 
well as their self-esteem which 
can be damaged by an inability 
to concentrate on summer activ- 
ities such as out door sports or 
camp projects,” 

Virtually all child psychia- 
trists, psychiatrists, and pedia- 
tricians (99 percent, 99 percent, 
and 97 percent, respectively) 
agree that left untreated, ADHD 
can seriously affect children’s 
relationships with other chil- 


Does your child understand gratitude 


In today’s increasingly com- 
petitive educational environ- 
ment students need all the help 
they can get.

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Spotting depression in kids 


By learning to recognize the 
signs of depression in children, 
parents may be prepared to take 
preventative steps when they 
are needed, 

Many people don’t expect 
that children, especially very 
young ones, five, six, or seven 
year-olds, can be depressed,” 
said Dr. James Feldman, nation- 
al parenting and children’s cri- 
sis expert. “Not only do we not 
expect it, but we are also unfor- 
tunately not well equipped to 
spot depression in children 
because children don’t always 
show all the same, more famil- 


«jar signs and symptoms we see 


in adolescents and adults.” 

To help, the not-for-profit 
national children’s crisis organi- 
zation KidsPeace and _ its 
National Hospital for Kids in 
Crisis list ten commonly seen 
signs of depression in children: 

1. Depressed children don’t 
always look depressed but their 
behavior may change. They may 
develop angry outbursts, disci- 
plinary problems in school, and 
aggressive or negative behavior. 

2. Sleep changes. Children 
and younger teens may over- 
sleep, while older adolescents 
may have trouble falling asleep. 

3. Appetite changes. 
Significant weight loss or gain 
(as much as 25 pounds) in a few 
months. Although it can vary, 
older teens usually lose weight, 
while younger children and 
teens may gain. 

4. Irregularity of bowel move- 
ments. Withholding or accidents 
in children normally old enough 
to control their bowel move- 
ments. 

5. School problems. Sudden 
negative changes in interest or 
performance, including a drop 
in grades, disciplinary prob- 
lems, lack of completing home- 


‘ work, etc. 


6. Extended bad reaction to 


: crises. A reaction more severe 
: and longer than would normally 
‘ livorce, or a move to a new 
: school. 


7. Loss of interest in old plea- 


* sures. "A child loses interest in 


* activities 


they previously 
snjoyed. 

8. Change of friends. The 
child gives up old friends or 
may spend time with friends 
yerceived as less desirable by 
sarents. 


9. Expressing a sense of 


s1opelessness. Take seriously 


when young children and teens 
verbalize that they have no hope 
for the future. 

10. Physical complaints, such 
as stomach aches or headaches, 
especially if accompanied by a 
withdrawal from typical activi- 
ties. . 
When symptoms persist for 
more than a couple of weeks or 
if there is more than one, take 
action. Talk to the family doctor 
and get help. 

One free resource to help 
children themselves is an innov- 
ative web site, TeenCentral.Net, 
created by KidsPeace. The net- 
work gives kids information that 
helps them identify problems 
facing them and lets peers share

child needs a dictionary,” and 
they pick up any dictionary, not 
knowing that an “it-doesn’t-mat- 
ter-which-one” decision can 
have serious consequences. 

It does matter, Not all dictio- 
naries are created equal 

Students in today’s demand 
ing world need a thorough 
grounding in American English 
- a dictionary providing words 
with the clearest, easiest-to 
understand definitions. If you 
have the time, pick out a word 
and check its definition in sever- 
al dictionaries. If it’s an unusual 
word, it might not be listed in 
some. That's a clue right there 
Even a simple word like “peach” 
is a good test. You'd be sur- 
prised at how complicated the 
explanation can be in some dic- 
tionaries. Imagine the student 
saying, “I need another dictio 
nary just to understand this dic 
tionary.” 

The editorial team at 
Webster’s New World has a lock 
on this notion. They understand 
the realities of what students 
need, what they can compre- 
hend. Depending on the stu- 
dent's age, two new dictionaries 
just might be the right choice. 

“Webster's New World College 
Dictionary, Fourth Edition” with 
CD-ROM has a title that’s a bit 
misleading. “College” doesn’t

Kids want to be millionaires 


Not only are there more mil- 
lionaires in America than ever 
before, there are now more 
young people who want to be 
millionaires as well. 

According to a new survey 
conducted by the world’s largest 
provider of economic education 
for young people, an estimated 
one quarter of teens believe they 
will be millionaires by the time 
they reach age 40. 

Fifteen percent of those ques- 
tioned reported that, in addition 
to having a million dollars in 
assets, they also think they will 
make more than $1 million per 
year as well. If this prediction 
comes true, over nine million 
people in the U.S. will be mak- 
ing more than a million dollars 
by the year 2025. 

Clearly, the idea of attainable 
wealth is promoted by the popu- 
lar culture, In addition to books 
that discuss The Millionaire 
Next Door and The Millionaire 
Mind both by Dr. Thomas J.

The survey sponsor Junior 
Achievement reports that grow- 
ing up in prosperous times has 
become an influence on young 
people as well. Many see being a 
millionaire as an occupation and 
a goal, much in the same way 
that previous generations 
dreamed of becoming astro- 
nauts or doctors. 

Other survey highlights 
included the following: 

Two-thirds of the youth want 
to start their own business. 

* Teamwork, leadership and 
communication are the skills 
they believe are the most likely 
to contribute to success. 

¢ Only nine percent of survey 
respondents thought they would 
make a salary that equaled the 
average U.S. household income 
which is less than $40,000. 

In what the survey sponsor 
described as “hyperbolic confi- 
dence,” one in five young people 
surveyed reported their number 
one millionaire career of choice 
would be professional athlete. 
This was followed by doctor, 
businessman, musician, teacher 
and computer professional. 

The Kids and Careers, Survey 
interviewed 1,302 students in 
grades 6 through 12. It is part of 
a series of surveys of young peo- 
ple called the Interprise Poll.

accelerated thinking) and 
depressive mood swings that 
vary in severity and may cycle 
or alternate rapidly or slowly. 

In children and teens, howev- 
er, bipolar disorder may present 
differently and may display an 
over lapping set of symptoms 
similar to ADHD. Symptoms 
include irritable moods punctu- 
ated with explosive outbursts 
that may occur several times 
within a day. 


Studies show that bipolar dis- 
order is highly responsive to 
medication, including mood sta- 
bilizers such as lithium. Lithium 
is an effective first-line treat- 
ment therapy and is the only 
drug approved by the FDA for 
the long term prevention of 
bipolar disorder. Lithium is also 
the only drug proven to have an 
anti-suicidal effect and may 
reduce suicide risk in bipolar 
patients by 77 percent 

While lithium is not indicated 


for use in children under 12, psy- 
chiatrists, lacking therapeutic 
options, have adapted their 
adult treatment strategies for 
the pediatric and adolescent 
populations safely and effective- 
ly.
